No Concession

10.—Secretary of State Cyrus Vance wound

admission that he won no concession of any kind on any substantive 
matter relating to a Middle East peace settlement. 

At ἃ ποὺ conference whose message was pointedly different from 
Mr. Vance's previous public statement—after consultation with Israel's 
three main Arab adversaries—-Mr, Vance made it plain that such 
flexibility as he found in the Middle East this time was on the Arab 


side. In Amman last week, Mr. 
Vance conceded that “fundamen- 
tal differences” remain unresolv- 
ed, but he reported a narrowing 
gup between Arabs and Israelis 
as a result of concessions by 
some Arab leaders—probably 
Egypt's Anwar Sadat and pos- 
sibly Jordan's Kins Husseln—on 
the question of expanding the 
definition of a fina} Arab-Israeli 
peace to include eventual diplo- 
matic relations, 

In Jerusalem, the message was 
terse; “In the discussions here 
in Israe] we did not narrox the 
gap any further than at the 
tame that I left Taif." Mr. 
Vance's stop before coming here 
was Taif, the summer retreat of 
the Saudi royal family. 

Qne Matter 

Tn fact, Mr. Vance and Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
appear to have agreed on only one 
matter of substance. According 10 
U.S. and Israeli accounts, it was 
an agreement for Mr. Vance and 
Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan to meet in New York next 
month before the United Nations 
General Assembly session, at a 
time when the Arab foreign min- 
isters also wil: be in New York 
for the UN meeting. 

One of Mr. Begin’s closest ad- 
visers, Shmuel Katz, half-heart- 
edly asserted at a news confer- 
ence that these sessions by Mr, 
Vance with the foreign ministers 
would be “proximity talks” of the 
sort proposed by Mr, Begin in 
Washmeton last month as a pos- 
sible substitute for 2 formal Arab- 
Isracli peace conference at Ge- 
neva. 

U.S. officials advised against 
such a view, in the face of an 
obvious Israeli official desire to 
avoid reporting that the last tvo 
days of talkg had been a failure. 

Mr, Begin today told reporters 
of a “great achievement in the 
cause of peace,” to which he had 
also alluded in a dinner toast last 
night, 

‘he achtevement was never 
defined, although Mr. Katz seem- 
ed eager to Jeayve an impression 
that the foreign ministers’ meet- 
ings in New York—which, in fact, 
routinely occur every yeal—was 
the achievement his chief had in 
mind. 


Far Apart 

Mr, Vatice made it clear at his 
news conference that the Cartcr 
administration and the Israelis 
are almost as far apart as the 
Arabs and the Israelis on the 
question of the Palestinians.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia. Aug. 10 
(AP).—Black nationalist guerril- 
Tas have shot and Ellied tro 
white women missionaries, drag- 
ging ane of them, a medical doc~ 
tor, from the mission's operate 
ing room, the Rhodesian mil- 
itary command announerd today. 

The deaths of the two woincn, 
Dr. Johanna Decker, 59. a West 
German, and .Sister Ferdinanda. 
53, an Austrian oun, bring to 15 
the number of misslonaries Killed 
in Rhodesia in the last year. 

Dr. Decker ard Sister Ferdi- 
nanda, a vurse, were killed yes- 
terday when 2 af a gang of 19 
guerrillas terrorized the staff and 
patients at St, Pauls Roman 
Catholic Mission in a remote area 
60 Kilometers east of Lupani in 
western Rhodesia, 

Five of the missionaries have 
died in the Lupanj area. 

The only white surmiver of the 
attack. hospital Matron Sister 
Damiana, said today that the 
two missionarics were shot be- 
eause they had no money to gir 
the guerriths, 

Others Beaten 

She said that the guermilas, ap- 
parent)y drunk after spending 
several hours at a nearby beer 
Tall, alsq beat up two black 
nurses, threatened others with 
Fape aNd chased patients from 
their beds. 

The guerrillas eventually left 
the mission empty-handed, she 
said. Security forces are search- 
ing the area for them. 

A doctor at the nearby St. 
Luke's Mission, Johanna Davies 
said: “I have spoken to the peo- 
ple who were there and it is a 
terrible story. A gang of about 
10 guerrillas were drinking for 
many hours at ἃ loca] beer hall. 
Two of them only went up to the 
mission, 

“They were oxtremely rude and 
probably drunk, They dragged 
Dr. Decker from the operating 
table. They dragsed her outside 
and demanded money. When they 
were told she had none, they shot. 
her in the back of the head. 

“Sister Ferdinanda came hur- 
rying up from nearby and they 
shot her, too—through the chest, 
I understand.” 

Dr, Davies, who said she was 
a close friend of Ὅτ. Decker, add- 
ed that Dr. Decker had beep 
doing mussionary work in the 
area since 1950—first at the Fa-~ 
tima Mission and since 1960 at 
St. Paul's, 

Sister Ferdinanda reportedly 
had only recently arrived at the 
mission hospital. 

The western area of Rhodesia 
where the mission is located has 
been heavily infiltrated by guer- 
rillas supporting Joshua Nkome, 
leader of the Zimbabwe African 
People’s Union. 

Mr, NEomo and Robert Mugabe. 
co-leader with Mr. Nkomo of the 
Patriotic Front and leader of the 
Zimbabwe African National 
Union, have separaie guerrilla 
armies operating in Rhodesia, 

The war, to oust the white gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Ian 
Smith. is in its fifth year.

Turner Ready

Lawyers in U.S. Urge Reform 
Of the Grand Jury System 


By Stuart Auerbach 


CEICAGO, Aug. 10 (WP:.—The 
American Bar Association's poli- 
cymaking House of Delegates yes- 
terday recommended swesping 
changes in the grand jury sys- 
tem, including allowing defense 
lawyers in the jury room, which 
the Justice Department strongly 
opposes. 

The reforms were aimed at 
ending what an ABA committee 
called “abusive” elements of the 
800-year-old grand jury system, 
which developed under English 
common Jaw to protect citizens 
from the King, but which has 
become a tool of prosecutors. 


While the ABA's action bas no 
force of law, it has influence with 
Congress and state legisiatures 
which can pass measures revising 
tae system. 


An aide of Rep. Joshua Eilberg, 
D-Pa., who has imtroduced 2 bill 
to reform the federal grand jury 
system along the lines recom- 
mended by the ABA, said the 
measure would have no chance of 
Passing without the support af 
the organized bar. 

Attorney General Griffin Bell, 
who led a Justice Department 
team opposing parts of the re- 
form recommendations before the 
ABA delegates, promised that the 
next battle would be in testimony 
to Senate and House committees 
considering changes in the fed- 
eral grand jury system. 


Mr. Bell especialls onposed the 
Provision which would allow wit- 
nesses to have their lawyers in 
the grand jury Toom. He calied 
it “a lawyer's relief act” that will 
“generate plenty’ of business for 
lawyers.” 

Most grand juries, including 
those In the federal system, now 
allow witnesses to consult with 
their attorneys 12 an anteroom 
after every question. 


Potential Risk Cited 
By U.S. on Laetrile 


WASHINGTON, Aug. i0 \AP!.— 
The federal government, citing 
“distirbmg new information" 
about Laetrile, says that the con- 
troversial anti-cancer substance 
may be potentially damserous as 
well as medically worthless. 

In two news conferences yester- 
day, Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare officials said 
that the substance, when admin- 
istered as a liquid, can be broken 
down through the normal diges- 
tive process “to release cyanide.” 
The warnings were the strongest. 
auti-Laetrile statements to date 
by federal officials. Laetrile, de- 
rived from apricot and peach pits 
and bitter almonds, is banned 
from shipment in interstate com- 
Merce, but 12 states have legaliz- 
ed its sale within their own 
borders.

When the 
overwhelming human need cries 
out, national sovereignty becomes 
less important than the human 
need.” 

Mr. Young has made the Car- 
ter administration's controversial 
championing of human rights the 
dominant note of almoss all huis 
statements since he began a 10- 
nation tour of the Caribbean area. 

His trip, intended to underscore 
the administration's decision io 
give the Caribbean more attention, 
hag been overshadowed by two 
other developments in U.S.-Latin 
American relations: the visit of 
Sen.

Tiness Rate High 


Study Shows Poor Conditions 
Of U.S. Mushroom Workers

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 1IHT). 

Mushroom termworkers live and 
work in the most squalid condi- 
tions of any workers in their 
States, according to a report by 
the U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights, The substandard condi- 
tions exposed by investigators 
“rival those found among mi- 
grant citrus workers on Florida's 
gold coast” that made headlines 
18 the 1960s, a commission of- 
Ticial said Friday. 

The report describes conditions 
Jearned from an investigation 
undertaken by the Pennsylvania 
and Delaware advisory commit- 
tees of the commission jn 1975, 
The two states produce about ἐδ 
per cent of this county's mush- 
yooms, 

Many of the workers are front 
Mexico and Puerto Rico and live 
m largely substandard. over- 
erowded honsing provided by the 
growers. 

Because the mushrooms thrive 
only in a dark. damp. chilly en- 
vironment, the workers are prone 
to respiratory illnesses and the 
report said that they have a high 
rate of tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
emphysema, bronchitis, asthma 
and “mushroom hing." 

An estimated 2.500 workers are 
in Pennsylvania and 325 workers 
are in Delaware, 

Their work and home lives are 
managed indirectly by the grow- 
ers through crew leaders. accord- 
ing to the report, A Civil Rights 
Commission official described the 
relationship between the crew 
leaders and workers as “virtual 
slavery." Everett Waldo. a spokes- 
muan for the comouission here.

Anti-Colonial History Boosts 


Somalia’s Territorial Fervor.

Gap Widens Between Soweto and Regime

JOHANNESBURG. Aug. 10 
'NYT!.—Less than 45 mules sepa- 
rate the ornate cabinet room in 
Pretoria’s Union Building and 
the smoke-clogged streets of 
Soweto, but for all the communica - 
tion between them. South Africa's 
white rulers and the black lead- 
ers of Soweto might as well be 
at opposite ends of the globe. 

Over a yeor after the first 
black protester diet there, the 
government and the people who 
claim to speak for Soweto's 1.25 
milion people remain at impasse. 
unable to agree on a system of 
local government, much less on ἃ 
wider political accommodation. 

The confrontation is less bloody 
now than it was a year ago, when 
hundreds of youths were dying 
in running battles with police. 
Last week, the violence sputtered 
om but only three youngsters 
died, 

By every measure other than 
casualties, however. the stuation 
seenis more gloomy now than 
when the protests started. A 
reform rmootement within the rul~- 
ing white group. the National 
party, appears to be foundering 
on the bedrock of Afrikaner con- 
servatism, and a growing number 
of blacks seem to have abandon- 
ed any hope of peaceful emanci- 
pation, 


Less of Faith 

The loss of faith in the white 
man is deep-seated now, says 
Eien Kuzhwayo. a member of 
the Committee of 10, which bas 
demanded full self-government 
for Soweto. Cabinet ministers 
have rejected the demand and 
banned public meetings the com- 
mittee has called to test its public 
sapport. implying that it is αὶ 
black-power group bent on sub- 
version. 

The uncompromising approach 
has disturbed many people who 
normally support the government, 
including some of more power- 
ful Afrikaans editors. When the 
committee was established iast 
month, several Afrikaans news- 
papers greeted it as a body of 
sensibje blacks who could retrieve 
the leadership of Soweto from 
youths in the streets.

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Let’s Keep Oregano Out of Marjoram’s Hair 


HAKESPEARE called maz 

joram “the herp of grace.” 
but it is not certain wheth- 
ez the plant he had in mind was 
really marjoram. Tt might have 
been oregano. The two have been 
thoroughly confused. since the 
beginning of their histories, and 
for once the major part of the 
blame cannot be attributed to the 
whimsy of popular usage. 

Tt was no 1655 en authority than 
Linnaeus who decided to call mar- 
joram Origanum majorana, thus 
mixing things up comoplctely. 
Marjoram is, properly, a plant 
of the genus Majorana. oregana 
one of the genus Origanum. 


Tt would seem advisable τὸ for- 
get Linnaeus and adopt the im- 
proved term of a later system, 
Majorana hortensis, or in popular 
language the more specific sorcet 
marjoram. It doesn’t much mat- 
ter in the Kitchen, for the two 
are closely related, quite similar 
in taste (marjoram is a litue 
milder) and in practice they are 
used more or less interchange- 
ably in cooking. 

Began in Antiquity 

But the confusion, which, to 
give Linnaeus his due, predates 
him, since it began in antiquity, 
makes life difficult for anyone 
who wants to sort out the facts 
about these two berbs. Almost all 
the documentation on the subject 
has been provided by persons who 
didn't Enow which plant they 
were talking about, and frequent- 
ly failed τὸ realize that there 
were two different plants. 

Let us try nevertheless to keep 
oregano out of the hair of mar- 
joram. 

To begin with the relatively 
sure, marjoram, with apologies to 
Linnaeus, is 8. plant of the genus 


Majorana. of which the only com- 
monly cultivated species is Ma- 
jorane horiensis, garden mar- 
joram, also called sweet mat- 
joram, precisely because its flavor 
is less sharp than that of ore- 
gano; or annual marjoram be- 
cause, though it is a perennial, it 
is so vulnerable to frost and hence 
so unlikely to get through cold 
winters that it 15. oftcn treated 
as an annual: or knotted mar- 
joram, because iis smal purplish 
or whitish flowers crowd tizhtly 
together in dense whorls which 
Jong at first glance like large com- 
Plicated Enots. 


French Terms 


Despite their apparent ig¢no- 
rance of what marjoram is, the 
French use the term marjolaine 
des jardins, garden marjoram. an 
exact translation of the botanical 
mame, and also call it shellfish 
marjoram -«marjolaine ἃ coguil- 
legesi, because it is often used 
to flavor scallops or mussels. or, 
setting back to the state of utter 
confusion, big oregano ‘grand 
crigen!, 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica 
is of the opinion that there ts a 
variety of marjoram, Majorana 
Gnites, or pot marjoram, bur all 
the other authoriries I have con- 
sulted describe pot marjoram as 
8 kind of origan, and give 1, the 
scientific name of Orvigenum 
onites, 

Marjoram orimnated somewhere 
close to the Mediterranean; ex- 
actly where is of no great im- 
portance, though a number οἵ au-~ 
thorities have gone to the trouble 
of trying to pin it down 

Entered Language 

As for the word marjoram, it 
entered the English ianguage in 
the 4th century, according to 


some authorities via old French, 
from the medieval Latin maiora- 
πα, Which, a5 any Word with 
maior im its stomach should. 
presumably carried the sense of 
“larger.” and suggests that tke 
ancient Romans were more alert 
to the differences between mar- 
joram and oregano than we think, 
for marjoram is indeed 2 larger 
plant than oregano. 


However, the actual derivation 
is more probably from a@maracts, 
itself from the Greek amaraxos, 
which already meznt “marjoram,” 
but whether the ancient Greeks 
were referring to our swect mar- 
joram 1 am not prepared to say. 
Modern Greeks prefer orezano:. 

Sweet marjoram reaches one to 
two feet. medium heieht for an 
herb garden. so one would expect 
to find it growing in the center: 
but it is often sown at the edge, 
since it is a handsome plant 
which spills prettily over a lawn 
or a path, for which reason orna- 
mental varieties of minor season- 
ing value are sometimes included 
in the herb rarden—for instance 
golden marjoram, with its bright 
Teaves, 

More Pungent 

As is the case for many herbs. 
marjoram is more pungent dried 
Unan fresh «this does not mean 
that it is better. Freshness and 
pungency are different qualities, 
each with its own kind of charm:. 
The best ume to cut it for dry- 
ing is just When the plants bezin 
to flower, Snip off the tops and 
d@rv them slowly in the shace.

in warmer areas. Greece, Italy 
and North Africa prefer oregano 
tand the very word 15 Spanish, 
while France and England choose 
Marjoram; but this is a re with 
50 many exceptions that it has 
almost ceased being a rule. 


The task of keeping marjoram 
and oregano separate becomes 
hopeless when we reach the 
Tealm of legend. The stories told 
about them are attributed casu- 
ally now to one. now to the other. 
and sometimes to both. Marjo 
Yam, whatever was meant by that 
name, has been well treated br 
myth and foiklore, except by 
Saint Hildegarde. who warned 
against touching 1t because she 
thought it transmitted leprosy. In 
aniiquity it symbohzed love and 
honor and waz reputed to bestow 
peace and happiness on those 
who used it. In both ancient 
Greece and Rome bridal wreaths 
were made of marjoram to insure 
happy marriages, and marjoram 
was planted on graves Lo assure 
happy after-lives.

Vice-President Mondale told the American 
Bar Association that the Carter administra- 
fon is drawing up new regulations to con- 
‘ui the FBI and the ΟἿΑ. emphasizing pro- 
tection of the rights of citizens. He added 
hat he would like to see the bill now before 
Comgress in this area stiffened—providing 
that warrants for wiretaps be issued only 
when e crime was indicated, and not simply 
am act potentially harmful to national 
security. 

Now this is in keeping with the human 
Fights stand of the Carter administration. as 
well as a justifiable reaction to the way in 
which the CIA and FBI went overboard in 
surveillance and other activities, and the 
@buse of presidential powers with respect to 
these agencies that have marked recent 
years. But it should not be forgotten that 
human rights not only involve protection 
against the state. but protection by the state. 
Liberty may be the first goal. but the peace- 
ful pursuit of happiness aiso bulks Jarge in 
the Declaration of Independence. 

Periodically in the United States there 
have been demands for “law and order” in 
the midst of ἃ rising and spreading tide of 
crime. Yet in fact what has happened dur- 


ing the last 20 years has been an expansion 
of the rights of the accused. And it 15 clear 
from Mr, Mondale’s remarks that there will 
be increasing controls over federal law-en- 
jorcement agencies. 

The problem is that while the FBI engazed 
in dubious practices with respect to. say, 
Martin Luther King jr.. who was a positive 
force for genuine human rights, there are 
groups and individuals who do need survell- 
jance if the rights of their fellow Americans 
are to be sustained. Bombings by terrorists, 
like the murders by West German anarchists, 
are not legitimate assertions of individual 
rights: they involve both national security 
and crime. 

To draw the line too sharply between the 
two could be a handicap in dealing with 
persons whose motivations are as perverse 
in fact as those of that ‘Son of Sam” who 
shoots women in New York City. but who 
purport to direct their blows at the state, 
while killing those who are simply citizens of 
the state, Infringements of privacy by the 
government are infringements of rights—but 
they are. when confined within legal bounds, 
less perilous to society than bombs and 
shootings by the sons and daughters of Sam. 


Biting the Palestinian Bullet 


Frankly. we don't know whether President 
Carter will manage to 1) induce the Pales- 
tinian movement to accept the right as well 
as the fact of Israel's existence and 2) per- 
suade Israel to accept the Palestinians as 
a negotiating partner and as a people also 
deserving a “homeland.” The difficulties 
‘were immense and obvious even before Cyrus 
Vance went to the Mideast—so much so that 
many felt the best course was to duck the 
problem and look instead for more interim 
agreements. But the administration decided 
to bite the bullet. We commend them The 
overriding need is to draw Israelis and 
Palestinians into mutual recognition. Either 
you try to solve a problem or you don’t.

The administration evidently connts on 
“moderate” Arab states to help deliver the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, which. for 
all its failings, remains the only vinble Pal- 
estinian organization; it is chiefly for the 
United States to deliver Israel. The mod- 
erates do seem to have made some progress. 
Whether they have made enough to win for 
the PLO, right now, elther the start of a 
@irect relationship with Washington or a 
seat at the peace table, is doubtful. The 
PLO, In the Arab fashion, still clings to the 
hope that by whispers and feints offered to 
the United States it can avoid coming face 
to face with the need to accept Israel. But 
at the least, the administration has given 
the PLO an opening. If the PLO clings to 
its fantasy of mndoing Israel, then it risks 


losing the possible reality of a home of its 
own. It's an anguishing choice. No true 
triend of the Palestinians would spare them 
the need to make it, 


* ok 


The Israelis resist negotiating even with a 
PLO that might accept UN Resolutions 242 
and 338. They reject the idea of a separate 
Palestinian entity. This brings Israel into 
sharp and painful collision with the United 
States. But, from the point of view of U.S. 
interests, it is @ necessary collision. The 
administration's judgment—we share it—is 
that the United States can best ensure the 
good relations it needs with Arabs. and can 
best honor the moral and political obligations 
it has freely incurred to Israelis, by promot- 
ing Israeli~Palestinian coexistence. 

‘Tactics are always arguable. For instance, 
in February Mr. Vance said that the PLO 
must renounce its “covenant’s” vow to erase 
Israel, and now he says acceptance of Reso- 
lution 242 “in my judgment would revoke 
the covenant.” Our own view is that if the 
Palestinians find it impossible to compromise 
in practical diplomacy without abandoning 
their paper dreams, then let them make the 
compromise and let the Israelis seek substan~ 
tial compensation for their anxlety in other 
coin—perhaps in extra security advantages. 
Differences of principle must find their 
treatment, and transformation, in negotia- 
tion. That is the way the United States is 
trying to go. and it is the right way.

From Helsinki to Belgrade 


The Helsinki agreement, which was crit- 
deized at the time of its signing for seeming 
to sanction Soviet power in Bastern Europe, 
is looking better for the United States all the 
time. Because it included a broad human- 
rights plank. the agreement soon became 3 
principal basis on which individuals within 
Soviet-bloc nations could demand to be 
treated by their governments in accord with 
law. It is true, as was reported the other 
day by the U.S. commission set up to monitor 
Helsinki developments, that the Helsinki 
goals are honored by the bloc mostly in the 
breach. Yet the commission found cases in 
which the Helsinki process had produced real 
results. In Poland, for instance, 2 group of 
Protesting workers (and some supporters) 
had been detained and then were released. 
If bloc liberalization depends wtimately on 
its historical transformation, then Helsinki 
can give history a ttle push.

But Helsinki has other uses. When 33 Eu- 
Topean nations plus the United States and 
Canada met in 1975, Jimmy Carter's election 
was a remote thing. No one could have 
foreseen how the Helsinki movement and 
the Carter crusade would feed into each 

- other. Nor later, when President Carter's 
initia] human-rights bursts against the Rus- 
sians had provoked cold fury in Moscow, 
eould anyone have foreseen how convenient 
λὲ would be to have on hand a way to switch 
over from a one-country assault on Soviet 
violations to an effort by all 35 signatories 
to deal with each other's violations. That's 
what Helsinki has meant: a code of domestic 


conduct and a continuing diplomatic pro- 
cess of review. 


Ἐπ τ 


The formal review is to begin on Oct. 4 
in Belgrade. Its procedures and agenda 
have just been hammered out in a seven- 
week preparatory session in which the 
United States gained most of what it wanted 
in terms of time and jurisdictional room ta 
review the human-rights record. U.S. dip-~ 
lomats also ensured that there will be a post~ 
Belgrade follow-up meeting—the Russians 
are not-going to be allowed to ditch the sub~ 
ject, In turn, the West accepted Moscow's 
general approach to the economic and cul- 
tural issues of special Soviet interest. The 
United States did so-well because of the 
political and psychological steam that has 
built up behind the Helsinki idea. and be~ 
cause most Helsinki signatories are allies or 
espouse Western values. 

The preparatory meeting happened to fall 
at a time when uncertainty in Soviet-U.S. 
relations had made it particularly useful to 
have a demonstration that tough issues could 
be discussed productively. This was done. 
The question of how to “play” the human- 
rights Issue will be even more acute in Oc~ 
tober, when SALT will aiso be on the Soviet~ 
U.S. plate. But as a result of the Belgrade 
preparatory meeting, there is now somewhat 
more reason to hope that Washington and 
Moscow ean prevent their continuing dif- 
ferences from intruding excessively upon 
their common interests. That's what détenta 
15 about.

The President was determined to 
avoid a confrontation with Begin 
on policy, so their meeting en- 
couraged exaggerated hopes which 
are now leading to excessive fears, 

Actually, very little has chang- 
ed. but Begin has at least clarifi- 
ed the problem. He is one of 
those rare prickly birds like 
De Gaulle, who really means 
what others have merely said, 
and after his amiable reception 
in Washington, he obviously isn't 
very sure about what Washington 
is either saying or meaning. 


Not Clear 


Nobody around here 15 very 
clear either. Jimmy Carter re- 
ceives visitors from abroad the 
way he'd greet strangers who 
dropped into Plains Ga. from 
Milwaukee. it's not a pose. At 
first meeting, he wants them to 
Teel at home, but sometimes they 
go away confusing his manners 
with his purpose. 

‘There is something very amiable 
but also ἃ little confusing about 
the Carter administration's diplo- 
macy. it is in a great hurry.

This will tend to partially reduce 
the benefits from escalating oi) 
output, the Treasury added. 

“Between 1980 and 1985,” it 
went on. “the potential net bene- 
fit continues to rise strongly, al- 
though the growth of production 
is slowing down. This is partly 
because the share of imports in 
the cost of development and pro- 
duction is expected to fall’

NHL Bars Merger in Pro Hockey 


By Robin Herman 


NEW YORE, Aug. 10 (NYT).— 
After six weeks of negotiation, 
the National Hockey League's 
board of governors yesterday 
Fejected a merger with the rival 
World Hockey Association, 

The 18-member NHL board 
never had voted on a new ex. 
pansion, which would take ir 
six WHA teams seeking to join 
the old league, but six weeks azo 
the board empowered a fact- 
finding committee to negotiate an 
expansion or de ‘facto merger 
wih the WHA. 

‘The six teams seeking member- 
snip In the NHL were the Cin- 
emneti Stingers. New England 
Whalers. Houston Aeros. Quebec 
Nordiques, Vfinnipeg Jets and 
Edmonton Oilers, The WHA's 
Birmingham Bulis declined to ap~ 
ply for membership im the older 
league. 

The sever. WHA teams, plus the 
Indianapolis franchise, 51} pre- 
sumably continue to eperate their 
league next season. 

{WHA officials, stung by the 
NEL's bar to a merger, promised 
later yesterdar to reheat the 
biddimg war which had prompied 
both sides to seek an actom- 
modation, United Press Interna- 
tional reported. 

Own Expansion 

("We are going ahead with plans 
for an eight-team league,” said 
Whalers president Howard Bald- 
win. “Let the NHL come to us 
in the future.” 

{After its formation five years 
ago. the WHA began Juring super- 
Stars and talented samsteurs to 
its ranks, initiating a costly and 
often bitter rivalry with the NHL. 
WEA officials insisted yesterday 
that they would not applr again 
for NHL membership, UPI said. 
‘They indicated that ther may use 
their jast resources irring to 
establish themselves at the ex- 
pense of the older league.] 

Opposition in the NHL to merg- 
ing with the WHA has been 
staunch throughout the summer- 
long meetings of the NHL gor- 
ernors, The Boston Bruins, To- 
ronto Mapie Leafs and Los An- 
geles Kings have said in recent 
weeks that they had found other 
NHL governors to be wavering 
in their support for expansion. 

“I think at this time it’s the 
proper decision.” said Bill Tor- 
rey. general manager of the New 
York Islanders, which reportedly 
had been one of the teams per- 


‘guaded to oppose the merger. 


Suit Seen Possible 

Since negoriations began in 
earnest in June, the WHA had 
signed and repeatedl;' extended 
a legal agreement releasing the 
NHL from any lisbilitr should 
the talks conclude without a 
merger. 

But some NHL governors expect 
the WHA to sue the NHL nox, 
notwithstanding the agreement. 
charging a lack of good faith in 
the negotiations.

The NHL Finance 
Committee had spent all of Mon- 
day afternoon and evening and 
yesterday morning reviewing the 
six teams’ finaneja] applications.

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Japan Cries ‘Kampail’—and Has a . Hangover

Torro ‘WPi.—Come nishtfall, the 

sound heard im every corner of this 
hardworking nation is the clink of glasses 
and happy shouts of “Kanupai!"—cheers! 
The Japanese national thirst is growing— 
too rapidly for some doctors who worry 
that people are drifting from workaholism 
to alcoholism. 

Problem drinkers number 2 million, or 
almost 6 per cent of the adult population, 
according to a recent survey of drinking 
habits, “Alcoholism is increasing in Japan,” 
said Dr. Hiroaki Kono, director of the 
National Institute of Alcoholism, “We were 
astonished at the 3126 of the problem.” 

The causes of the excess merrymaking 
are thought to lie in the stresses of pro- 
found social changes and 2 traditional 
Japanese reliance on alcohol as tne uni- 
versal icebreaker. Post-industrial affluence 
has given the Japanese workingmam more 
leisure time to drink and more money to 
enjoy it, 

In addition, the survey ‘found that 
while Japanese women are far from liber- 
ated, they are joining their menfolk at the 
bar. More than 52 per cent of the women 
polled take an occasional drink—up from 
18 per cent only eight years ago. 


Senii-Obligation 


Clearly pinpointed by the study were the 
dangers of the semi-obligatory drinking 
required of Japanese selary men—white- 
collar workers—to settle differences and 
cement personal relationships. Sixty per 
cent of the problem drinkers turned out 
to be businessmen who claimed the πίσσης 
waris—whiskey and water—they drank with 
clients were an essential extension of 
office hours. 

Money makes the world go round, but in 
Japan where emotions are velled for the 
sake of harmovy, alcohel greases the 
wheels, After sublimating tension and 
frustration all day. people in every walk 
of life turn to alcoho! for socially licensed 
release, There is no teboo against getting 
drunk—indeed the Japanese suspect that 
a colleague who holds back 15 afraid of the 
innermost feelings which might surface. 

“Alcohol here plays the role of psychiatry 
in the West,” said a foreign diplomat. “I 
think the country would explode without 
it. Instead of analysis they get rid of their 
inhibitions with a few drinks. You can say 
and do anvthing—tell the boss off and get 
away with it” 

In the far northern city of Sapporo. ἃ 
company president explained some dis- 
agreeable facts of commercial life to a 
roung employee. After a few drinks the 
mood got mellower. The two men left, arms 
on ¢ach other's shoulders, 
smiling. 

In Nagoya, the city detectives drink }ate 
at nicht in a tiny private bar, They talk

crime busmess and complain about their 
bosses. Yet they make the morning shift 
on time—alcohol absenteeism and Monday 
morning hangovers still aren't a factor in 
Japan, 

The scenes are repeated in the mizu- 
srobai—meaning “water business" enter- 
tainment districts of every town and city. 
Day Iaborers drink a cheap white light- 
ning, High-paid executives gather in the 
gloom of cabarets to nurse whiskeys and 
dandle hostesses. “They are very tired by 
business and it's our duty ‘to help," said 
the virtuous manager of a $40-a-head club. 

Every year the national tax agency an- 
monaces consumption of alcoholic bever- 
ages with a picturesque vision of it all 
being poured into the nation’s tallest sky- 
scraper. In 1970 the Japanese drank 
enough to fill it to the brim 10 times. Last 
year they drank 32 buildings full, Cirrho- 
sis of the liver—a disease frequently relat- 
ed to alcoholism—is increasing. 

Expense-account businessmen, who say 
that 35 per cent of their visits to bars are 
necessary to smooth out inter-personal re- 
lations, dropped $670 million on entertain- 
ing in 1976. Tokyo police Teport that more 
drunks then ever needed ἃ night's lodging 


in the drunk tank—the Japanese call them 
torabako, meaning tiger box—last year. 
Like their counterparts in other nations, 
the Japanese see α definite correlation be- 
tween alcohol and the incidence of vicient 
crime and suicide. Of all murders. approxi. 
mately 37 per cent are committed under 
the influence of δι 080). 


Beer Gardens 


Younger office workers quaff tenkards 
of beer in rooftop beer gardens where go- 
go dancers mechanically gyrate to pound 
ing rock bands. The German restaurants 
are crammed with young Japanese guiping 


ale from boot-shaped glasses and singing . 


Liti Mariens te neo-Tyrolean bands. Thirsty 
pedestrians can always get a cold can from 
the streetside machines, or 
join the tipplers at a cheap food stall. 

All over Japan the traditional rice wine 
—sake—is on the rum as whiskey cousimap~ 
tion goes up 12 per cent annually, In a 
sushi shop where whiskey is-the drink of 
choice, a young couple recently got steadily 
plastered. Eventually the young man half- 
carried. half-dragged his imsensible girl 
friend away while other customers uncon- 
eernedly sipped on 

In ancient times the revelry was limited 
to Shinto festivals. The carousing goes 
on year round now without constraints. 


‘The countless bars in the narrow lanes of - 


the Ginza open at 5 pm, and daytime 
decorum vanishes as the offices close. By 
10 pm, sobriety is a rare phenomena. 
Good-naitured hostesses load the tottering 
cHentele into taxis and limousines while 
other well-laden drinkers sway boisterously 
off to the subways. 

Indulgent public attitudes τὸ excessive 
drinking and the social mechenisms which 
actively encourage it are deeply disturbing 
to Dr. Kono. Adult consumption is far 
below American levels, but in the teen- 
age drinking binges here which occasionally 
result in alcohol poisoning deaths he sees 
8 new menace. 

“This is very worrying because we have 
no Christian taboo against drinking in 
Japan. Twenty per cent of our high school 
students are drinking once 3 week .. . 
HF th eagehes, fire 1) syuid be, tee matches 
on oil.” 

Without positively asserting ἃ causal 
relationship, Dr. Kono says drinking is 
increasing fastest in the big cities and 
remote rural areas where social change is 
most disruptive. He saves his severest 
criticism for the blurring of work and 
private Ufe which involves near compulsory 
drinking, “Even in a hospital where 
alcoholics are treated.” he complains, “the 
doctors are expected to drink fogether to 
show human communication.” 

Hospital treatment is backward and the 
facilities inadequate, Dr. Kono declares. 
After gathering $3.5 billion in aicohol taxes 
last year, the Japanese government budget- 
ed just $19,000 for alecholism research, a0- 
cording to Dr. Kono.
